Though the commonwealth did not
rest; its case, District Attorney Atwill
declared Jae had no more witnesses, and
court adjourned for the day whilo tho
prosecutor was read.iug to the jury a
pamphlet alleged to have been written
bv Vincont St. John of Chicago, gen-
eral secretary of. the .Industrial Work-
ers of the World.

Admitted! in Evidence.
This pamphlet, which was found at

the Lawrence atrikc headquarters, was
admitted in evidence by .Xudeo Quiun
under objection bv the defense.

Tt outlined the history of tho Indus-
trial Workers of the World, (ts aims
and methods. 'Jts presentation to the
jury will bo completed tomorrow, when
the commonwealth will close. In. the
pamphlet, the commonwealth maintains,
Is advico to workers to disregard theI law. Tu the preamble to r.hc constitu-
tion of the organization read to the
jury, it was set forth that "the basic
principle makes tho Industrial Workers
of the World a fighting organization. "

H wa$ also declared that the onlj
bargain the organization would make
with the ''employers class." was "com-
plete surrender of organized industry
to the workers."

Bullet Made Abroad.
Captain W. II, Proctor of the tassa-chjifel-

district police, and two ex-
perts on cartridges and revolvers, gave
testimony that tho bullet wound iu
Anna Lopir.o's body was of foreign
manufacture, and Captain Proctor said
tho only type of revolver ho was able
to discover which fired the kind of a
bullet was a No. f Italian revolver.

Louis Lacourt. an Italian detective,
testified that he worked himself into
the .good gr.aces of Caruso after tho
Lopizzo killing, and declared the de-
fendant had told him he ''stuck a
knjfe into a big fat policeman" dnr-i- n

g the riot n .January 29. Thi3 was
the day that. Policeman Bc'noit was
stabbed, nml tho Lopir.zo woman shot.

CLAIMS PRIVILEGE

,
AS LEGAL ADVISER

Attorney Refuses to Answer

Questions Concerning the

Harvester Trust.

CHICAGO. Oct." 31. Declaring that In-

formation which caino to him in his ca-
pacity as an attorney is confidential and
privileged under the ruling of the courts,
Cyrus Bcntley, former counsel for the
McCormlclc Harvester company, today de-

clined to answer question;! regarding con-
ferences held In New York prior to the
organize.tion of the International Har-
vester company when called as a wit-
ness In the government dissolution suit.

Counsel for the government put a score
of questions to the witness regarding
tho inl made by members of the Mc-
Cormlclc family to New York to confer
with financiers concerning tho combina-
tion of harvester "manufacturers, but fir.
Ucntlcy declined to reveal ari secrets.

Attorney Fdwln F. Grosvcnor, who
questioned the witness for the govern-
ment, pointed out that his understanding
of the rule was that whero a third person
was present with o.n attorney and his
client tho nubject could not be considered
conlidcntial and privileged.

"That may bo true, but I do not un-
derstand It that way," said Mr. Bent-le- y.

After further discussion the witness
said he was not present at the meeting
in New York July L'S, J00:. when prelimi-
nary steps for the organization of the
International Harvester company wert
taken. J:Io was then excused and when
William Reay. comptroller for the Inter-
national TJarvester company, produced
tho appraisals of the plants of the

Decrlng. Piano and Milwaukee
companies, used in determining the value
of the properties when the consolida.tion
was pnt into effect in 1902, they were
offered in evidence.

E. N. Wood, secretary of the Inter-
national Harvester Company of America,
tho sales corporation for Hip. alleged com-
bination, was called to Identify numerous
catalogues and prlco lists sent out- - to
agents between 1P03 and inn to ahotv
that tho different linen of machines bear-In;- ?

trademarks wore advertised separate-
ly n nl that standard prices were main-
tained.

The present hearing In Chicago, it is
expected, will bo concluded tomorrow.

The wxl hiring of the case will be
held at St. Paul early In November.
